To Kill Spoils System. 

James L, Houghteling said asmall body 
could do much to helpinthe killing of the 
spoils system, and gave as examples Dr. Park- 
hurst of New York and the leaders of the 
Civic Federation in this city. He urged con- 
certed actron on the part of the members of 
the club. He declared the Council to be com- 
posed of gamblers, saloonkeepers, and thieves, 
who sell the people’s rights to the highest 
bidder. The three dangers to be watched 
were sleeplessness, half-heartedness, and fool- 
ishness. 

John S. Norton, who was introduced as a 
guest of the club, said a cheering word for the 
future of the work. What had already been 
done he declared to he marvelous, but he 
said great obstacles confronted the measure, 
the chief of which is the proféssional potiti- 
cian. He said officials will say it doesn’t 
amount to much after they are all in. An 
eye must be kept on the administrations and 
the Civil Service Reform League and Civic 
Federation must be the public optic and keep 
the administrations straight. 

R. A. Waller's Ideas. 

A new member of the club, R. A. Wailer, 
next spoke, saying in substance: 

“The present method for the selection of 
men who are to rule over us, ostensibly to 
protect our individual rights and uphold the 
fair name and honor of our cit), is first the 
primaries, and then the so-called nominating 
conventions. From these, and Trom the 
choice of these, come our rulers.

RUN FOR THEIR LIVES 


RAILROAD. SURVEYORS GREETED BY 
JAY HABVEY WITH A SHOTGUN. 


South Chicago Architect Declares at ® 
Meeting of Objectors That He Will Kill 
the First Calumet and Biue Island 
Road Man That Invades His Premises= 
Flatfooteda Petition to the Council= 
Resolution Denouncing Ald. Peck and 
Kunz Adapted with Rincing Emphasis. 

Surveyors running a preliminary line for 
the propesd South Chicago extension of the 
Calumet and Blue Island Avenue railroad in- 
vaded the premises of Jay Harvey. & South 
Chicago architect, yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Harvey is a leader among the protestants 
against the invasion of the lake-front, and 
he welcomed the surveyors with a shotgun. 
They were forced to beat a hasty retreat. 

The news of the successful routing of the 
enemy and an attack with stones ina neigh- 
boring yard soon spread, and causeda big 
turnout at the mass-mneeting of property-* 
owners held at Calumet Hall, Ewing avenue 
and One Hundreth street, last night. The en- 
counter also fired Mr. Harvey to such a pitch 
of enthusiasm that he arese in the meeting 
and said: 

*T have one foot in the grave already, and 
Iam willing to put the other one there in the 
defense of my rights, I will defend my ho:ne 
and my property with my life if need be. I 
am ready to die, and I will take my shotgun 
and kill the first railroad right-of-way man 
that invades my premises.”’ 

When the meeting was calicd to order P. L. 
Murphy was elected President and E. B. 
Macy Secretary. A little later J. F. Duffy 
moved that the officers elected be named as 
permanent officers of what should be known 
as the “ast Side Protective Association.”’ 
The motion prevailed.

Serious e then 
and there was narrowiy averted, D, S, Taylor, 
Andrew Ringman, and Victor Johnson 
made speeches asserting that the railroad 
company had paid large sums of money to 
buy the six Aldermen who favorably reported 
the ordinance and that they dare not face the

FOREST FIRES BURN IN TWO STATES. 


Indiana and Kentucky Farmers Suffer 
Great Damage=—Lives Are Lost. 

Cloverport, Ky., March 30.—The most 
destructive forest fire ever seen here is now 
ruging u few miles back of Cloverport. One 
person is known to have perished, and the 
property losa will run into the hundreds of 
thousands. Nat Hend, a wealthy bachelor of 
Lewisport, was found dead in the smoking 
forest this morning. 

English, Ind., March .30.—[Special. ]—The 
high winds of yesterday, which swept over 
this and adjoining counties, have caused 
thousands of dollars’ worth of losses. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., March 30.—[Special. ] 
—Fires which had been started in a clear- 
ing on the Knobs..a few miles northwest of 
here last evening, were fanned by a gale and 
soon got. beyond control, destroying thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of fencing. A destruct- 
ive forest fire is also raging in Crawford 
County. 

Boscobel, Wis., March 30.—[Special. |— 
The City of Fennimore, twelve miles south of 
here, is burning anda high wind is raging. 
here. 

Egg Harbor, N. J., March 30.—A fierce 
forest fire has been raging throughout this 
section for several days. The fire is burning 
fiercely and» has ‘been destroyimg valuable 
timber at the rate of fifteen acres an hour. 

Hawesviile,: Ky., March 30.—Prof. C. M. 
Bruner was burned to death in forest fires 
near Victoria.. vrof. Bruner was a meinber 
of the County Board of Examiners. 


BEEF FAMINE THREATENS THE EAST, 


‘Philadelphia Suffers from the Shortage 


and Advanced Prices. 

Philadeiphia, Pa., March 30.—([Special.1— 
A beef famine threatens the Eastern section 
of the country. Live beef is 25 per cent 
higher in ph yiertrapes than it was a few 
weeks ago, and still rising. At retail choice 
cuts went up from five to eight cents a pound 
today. Retailers are commanding higber 
‘prices for beef ot.all sorts than. for many 
years. In addition to the vag otton ~ of pri:mne 
beef cattle there ere. dargely 
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After a few speeches of indignation the fol- 
lowing form of petition to the Council was 
adopted: 

** Your p.titioners, who are owners of real 
estate and reside near the proposed line of the 
Calumet and Biue Isiand Railway company, 
respectfully represent to your ho 
body that they dre not opposeT to 
general and that they are willing this railway 
company shall be afforded ali reasonable fa- 
cilities for constructing its road, but they 
here state briefly the reasons they are op- 
posed to the proposed route: 

“* Pirst—If this corporation had deliberately 
designed to select a route which would do the 
greatest damage to property now and for all 
time hereafter work the greatest injury to the 
people of the-East Side, it could not have suc- 
ceeded better.. This route runs between the 
residence part of the town and the lake-front, 
which is the breathing place of our families 
and the play grounds of our children. It 
runs just east of one of our large publie 
schools, near to prosperous private schools 
and six churches, and will, if built, be a con- 
stant menace to the lives of our children, and 
will substantially destroy the best residence 
portion of the East Side. 

** Second—This route is not necessary, for if 
the railway company wishes to get the best, 
shortest, and cheapest route to and from the 
points selected, and has no design to obtain 
control of our our lake-front and acquire 
property, which in the near future will be of 
immense value, it can get a route which will 
work little inconvenience to our people and 
not interfere with the health and pleasure of 
our families or endanger the lives of our 
children. This company proposes to start at 
the st6el works, just north of the Calumet, 
cross that river and run southwest along and 
near the lake shore for the distance of adout 
one mile to Ninety-eighth street, thence south 
to near One Hundred and First street to the 
right-of-way of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, then run one branch west of this to tne 
ship-yards, and one branch southeasterly 
along the right-of-way of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. 

Ouflines an Unobjeactionable Route, 

“Now we say that if this:ailway company 
desires only a right of way, and not a steal of 
our lake-front, it can cross the river and fol- 
low down the east side of the Calumet termi- 
nal to the right of way of the Baltimore and 
Onio railroad, then with one track cross the 
railroads there and go direct to the‘ship 
yards, and ‘run’ the other, tracks along and 
next to the right of way of the Baltimore und 
Ohio railroad to the city limits. This route 
would not materially injure our town or our 
people and would be shorter and better for 
the road than the one proposed. We, there. 
fore, on behalf of our homes, schools, and 
churches, our wives and our children, protest 
against this unnecessary and wanton 
attempt to injure our property rights 
and destroy our ilake-front, and re. 
spectfully ask every Alderman to carefully 
examine and consider this matter before 
voting upon it. We ask you to remember 
that it ie a freight road; that this ordinance 
gives the railroad company the right to put 
in as many tracks, switches, and turnouts as 
it pleases; that there is no limit to the width 
of the right of way; that it can use. these 
tracks for the storage of cars or any other 
purpose, and thus effectually block ali access 
to the lake-front; that this proposed route, 
running westward to the ship-yurd, crosses 
at grade all the principal thoroughfares, ex. 
tending north and south between the river 
and the lake on which there is one electric 
line and an immense amount of travel. 

“In conclusion we firmly believe that this 
ordinance is unnecessary, improper, and un. 
just; that if this Council passes it it will be 
the means of uselessly destroying our best

Jeansville, Pa., March 30.—Three persons 
were instantly killed, two probabiy fatally 
injured, and ten others slightly hurt on the 
Lehigh Traction company by jumping from 
a runaway trolley car on the mountain near 
this place.

Williams, Mrs. Watkin L., of Hazleton. 
Early, Mrs. John R., of Beaver Meadow. 
Early, James, aged 8 years.

The accident is the worst in the history of 
the trolley roads in this region and wus due in 
purt toa panicamong the passe The 
disaster occurred as car No, 20 passed out on 
the grade leacdling down the mountain, Grip- 
man Seitz applied the brake, ~but the chain 
snapped. He threw the safety brakes, and 
failing to control the car Seitz shouted to the 
conductor to apply the rear brake, 

This caused a panic, and the passengers 
made a rush forthe platform. The car was 
going down the mountain at a mile a minute. 
Conductor Socks appealed to the ore 
to go back into the carso he might apply the 
rear brake, but his appeals were not. Héeeded. 
The women crowded around the. eoriductor 
until the car was entirely beyond control, - 

Mrs. Williams was the first tojump. Her 
body struck egainst a post, breaking her 
back. Mrs. Early flung herself onto the rocks 
and was dashed to death. Her boy shared 
the same fate, The remaining passengers, 
with one exception, then jumped. Mrs. 
Evans remained on the car, which kept the 
track until the crossing near the foot of the 
incline.

Kansas Town Suffers a Heavy Loss=Daw- 
age Not Reached by Insurance.

Portsmouth, O., Mardh 30.—Carelesaness 
in burning brush at the five-mile . trestle 
caused a destructive fire to the Norfolk and 
Western railroad today. The fire worked its 
way to the trestle, slowly consuming the 
foundation. William Halbert, a laborer, sew 
the raging tire and signaled ar approaching 
freight train, which was going at a rapid rate 
with twenty cars, all of which were thrown 
down the em®ankment. except two and-the 
engine. The first car, loaded with matches, 
brought about the terrible loss, as the con- 
tents ignited. burning every other loaded car, 
No estimate of-the lozs can be arrived at, but 
the local agent said it would seach $30,000.

1895, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World.)—It is known in well-informed circles 
that the government has been keenly alive to 
the possibilities of war-with France, and that 
its sudden change of -front in advocating and 
pressing forward a great increase of the navy 
was due to representations from Lord Duf- 
ferin as to the strong war feeling and prepara- 
tions in France,

Weather Chief Harrington Satisfied with 
the Service it Is Givine. 

Mark W. Harrington, Chief of the Weather 
Bureau, paid a flying visit to Chicago yester- 
day. He came here to attend the banquet of 
the Alumni of Michigan University and paid 
Prof. Moore’s department a visit. 


rington is more than pieased. One is that the 
Chicago office has come to be the second in 
the country, and the other is that the people 
‘afe beginning to trust it. again. After the 
blizzard and the gale a year ago Mr. Harring. 
ton has been nervous about Chicago’s Weather 
Bureau. He decluree now that he is sure it is 
the second best in the country, not so much 
from his own observations as from the fact 
that the papers praise it. 

“It is a relief to see,”’ said Mr. Harrington, 
‘*that the Chicago Weather Bureau has be- 
come of such service to the community and 
that there are only words of praise for it, No 
expense or trouble has been spared to make 
it thoroughly efficient and its record for the 
last year shows its value, In the old .daya I 
know neither mariners nor railroad cOmpan- 
ies trusted much in us. Now they do. Many 
a lake captain won’t sail at all until he has 
consulted the bureau as to the weather he is 
likely to get. The transportation companies 
have come to rely on us exclusively for their 
information of threatened snowstorms, and 
the papers indorse us. 

** As to the search-light signal now in use 
on the tower I think it iaa good thing, but a 
larger one is needed. I have authorized Prof. 
Moore to obtain bids fora search-light hav- 
ing a five-foot lens. l'hese bids will be opened 
by Prof. Moore in Chicago and the cortract 
awarded here. As soon as possible the 
search-light syatem of signaling will be ex- 
tended and I am thinking of locating a light 
at Detroit. I notice that ople generally 
are taking more interest in the weather fore- 
casts than they did and we intend to make 
Chicago’s office as complete an office as can 


be made.”’ 

According to Prof. Moore there are 
troublous times in the West. Away outin 
the Rocky Mountains there is one of those 
blue rings of trouble that the professor de- 
lights in. There is always the beautiful un- 
certainty of whether it will turn into a cold 
wave or a cyclone, and the professor watched 
the Rockies like a hawk all day yesterday. 
That blue ring bothered him so badly 
that at 2 o’clock he called for special 
reports from all the Western stations, 
and then surrounded that ring with “air 
pressures’’ done in green crayon. Having 
put most of the primary colors on the map 
of the United States, Prof. Moore announced 
that Denver wasin hard luck. ‘* It has been 
snowing there all day. and it is going to keep 
it up,” said the professor. ‘‘There is snow 
all over Colorado and Wyoming, and it is go- 
ing to be heavy enough to seriously intertere 
with traffic. There is likely to be consider- 
able delay in the transmission of mails to the 
West. There is trouble all over the Rocky 
Mountains.”’ 

After taking another look at the map the 
weather man pensively picked up a cold wave 
peg and debated whether or no he should 
stick itinto the hole marked Denver. ‘I 
don’t think I will,”’ said the professor finally. 
** Denver will get a drop in temperature, but 
it will not be enough to amount toa regular 
cold wave. There are some points near Den- 
ver, however, that yesterday enjoyed a tem- 
perature of nearly 80° that will have a drop 
to freezing point today. 

** The thing that is bothering everybody is 
whether there is going to be any rainin the 
corn belt. If a good, heavy rain should fall 
it would greatly affect the market, and I was 
asked for a prediction. I made a decidedly 
careful estimate and announced that no rain 
would fall, consequencs was the market 
remained quiescent. Certain operators did 
not like it that way and y ‘sent to 
New York and St. Louis to obtain 

redictions to offset mine, These men 
had no right to predict for this country, 
but they did so and said it would rain. Well, 
it didn’t rain and the apeculators were out. I 
cannot see in the immediate future any pros- 
pect of decided rain in the corn belt, The 
immediate effect of the disturbance in the 
West will be to cause a few light showers 
further east, but I do not think the rain will 
amount to anything. I am paying particular 
attention to the rain possibilities and am not 
likely to be misled. pegg Be cold weather in 
Chicago is owing to the Western trouble. I 
predicted it in my last bulletin.”

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RECORDER GOFF’S OAARGES ON PA- 
TRONAGE OF NEW YORK OOURTS. 


Judge Cowitng Plainly Told He Made Ke- 
movals for the Parpose of Rewarding 
Democratic Politicians=Officials of the 
General Sessions Courts Arraigned for 
Neglect of Duty=Mme, Rejane Pleased 
«Girl Killed by Anti-Toxine. 


New York, March 30.—[Special.]—There 
was an exciting scene today before a Senate 
committee that began an investigation into 
the condition of affairs in the General Ses- 
sions Courts which led to a disgraceful scene. 
It involved Recorder Goff, Judge Cowing.and 
others connected with the courts. Judge 
Cowing at the opening of the session an- 
nounced himself as “Chief Justice of the 
Court of General Sessions.” This aroused 
the anger of the Recorder, who in beginning 
his statement to the committee made sarcas- 
tic reference to Judge Cowing’s claim. Re- 
corder Goff told the committee of neglect of 
duty on the part of court attachés, which, to 
his mind, constituted a reason why there 
should be a reorganization. He said: 

There are men in this room ,today who are on 
the pay-roll as court officers but who have not 
rende to the St&te a dollar's worth of 
service. One of them is Patrick Daly. 
He sits there. He is the head porter 
in the Manhattan Beach Hotel and his 
time is devoted to that work. Another—Mr. Mc- 
Guire over there—has entirely too much outside 
basiness to be a court attendant. I believe Chief 
Clerk Jobn F. Carroll should be supplanted 
by a man of a_ different type. He 
is an active politician and believe 
that civil service rules should hoid in this mat- 
ter. I believe that if efficiency and length of 
services was properly rewarded Edward Hali, 
one of the deputy clerks, who has served for 
twenty years, would be the chief clerk. 

The Recorder then told how he had tried to 
gt the other Judges to let him remove Mr, 
Carroll and appo:nt some one in his place, 
but had found them united in their opposi- 
tion. 

Judge Cowing Is Scored, 

“Judge Cowing ksows,” started the Re- 
corder, ’ ; 

» **Hold on,” said Judge Cowing, ‘‘don’t use 
my name.” 

“Judge Cowing knows that he made re- 
movalsto make room for Tammany Hall 
men.”’ ° 

“That is false.” cried Judge Cowing. ‘It 
is false, and he knows it.”’ . 

* Why,” continued the Recorder, #there is 
Capt. Curry of the court attendants, who was 
a Republican and joined Tammany Hall when 
Judge Cowing appointed him.” 

‘That is not so,’’ cried Capt. Curry, 
who was standing near the witness 
chair. “Tt is not 80, and 
the Captain raised his finger warningly at the 
Recoraer, There wasa burst of applause at 
Curry’s words, and the Recorder flushed scar- 
let. “ It is not so,” cried Capt. Curry a third 
time. “I have been a Democrat all my life.” 

The Recorder said he himself did not want 
to have the appointments, but was satisfied if 
the Mayor or the Governor should have that 


power. 

“Do either of the other Judgés care to put 
any questions to the Recorder while he is on 
the stand?” asked Senator O'Connor. 

‘* I certainly do not,”’ said Judge Cowing. 
“Why should I?” he udded, in a lower tone. 
“T have not spokento him in three weeks. 
This is the first time that I have heard any- 
thing so disgraceful in this court in the six- 
teen years I have had the honor to be a Judge 
here. I have no questions to put, but I wish 
to be heard, and that in a very decided way.”’ 


The Sentor Justice Makes Reply. 


Senator ©’Connell’s gavel fell at 2:30 p. 
m. and Judge Cowing was sworn and took his 
place in the witness chair. Judge Cowing be- 
gac by telling what his official position was 
and how long he had served. He said: 

Gentlemen of the Committee: I have not come 
here to drag down my own court nor to besmirch 
my own men, Until within the lastthree months 
our honorable court has never been at- 
‘tacked, Within that time, however, I 
have heard vague rumors of _§irreguiar- 
ities in this court. Suppose [, Judge Cowing, 
should have been elected to the Supreme Court 
and sbouid have, after taking my seat, sent a 
bill to the Senate increasing my salary about one- 
third and taking from fellow-Justices ali of their 
rights and prerogatives, what would you have 
thought of me?”’ 

Senator O’Connor—We are not under oath. 

dudge Cowing—I will not pause forareply. I 
know the English language is inadequate 
for you to properly characterize such conduct.

Judge Cowntg gave his version of the meeting 
of the Judges and Recorder in January. He 
said that the Recorder drew a paper from his 
pocket and said: ‘* Well, hew about these 
appointments? I want to appoint a chief 
clerk.’’ He was told the law says he must be 
appointed by the Recorder, City Judges, and 
both Judges of General Sessions. 

“Well,” said the Recorder, “if you won't 
‘give him to me I will goto Albany, where I 
have influence, and get all the appoint- 
ments,’”’ 

The announcement of the death of Judge 
Martine caused an adjournment while Judge 
Cowing was on the stand.

paid little attention to the piano-playing, but 
as his disease progressed he grew nervous 
and began to complain of it. Dr, Freiden. 
burg, however, so Dr. Dwyer ssys, replied 
that playing on the piano was one of the few 
amusements of his wife, and she could 
indulge herself in it in her own house, 
Judge Martine wasa man of massive propor- 
tions and imposing presence, He was a mem- 
ber of the University club, the . Manhattan 
club, the Harlem club, the ore club, 
and the Bar Association. He was born 
in 1844 in this city. In 1884 he was 
Chairman of the Executive committee of the 
County Democracy, which nominated him 
for District-Attorney, and he was elected. 
Judge Martine was the fisst Judge elected to 
the third part of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, the position being created by the Legis- 
lature in 1887.

INDIAN POLIOE AND UIVIL AUTHORI- 
TIES MAY HAVE A FIGHT. 


Sheriff of Thurston County, Neb., Threat- 
ened with Arrest by the Agent When 
He Appears to Arrest the Pelice Who 
Fjected Sublessees of Indian Lands=— 
Will SB ttle for Their HomeselIawn 

Man Behead: His Son—Michigan Girl 
Takes Poison in a Joke and Dies, 
Penden, Neb, March 30.—(Special.]— 

Serious trouble was imminent here tonight 

over a report that Sheriff Mullin and depu- 

ties, who bad gone to arrest Indian police for 


ejecting settlers from the Thurston County 


Reservation, had been arrested and held by 
the police, Citizens were preparing to go to 
their rescue, when the Sheriff and posse re- 
turned. He had been threatened with arrest 
and the Indian police secreted, but nothing 
more was done, The Indian police, acting 
under tne instruction of the agent, Capt. 
Beck, made the ejectments. 

Settlers are flockmg into town much ex- 
cited. As Judge Sanborn’s order does not 
permit the settlers to be disturbei until April 
22 they do not think Capt. Beck has any 
authority for his present course. 

The Flournoy Land company years ago 
leased from the Indians 50,000 acres of the 
reservation at 80 cents an acre. This is 
choice farming and grazing land, and has 
been relet to numerous persons at $2 an 
acre. The Indians have grown tired of the 
white men’s encroachiients, and their con- 
tinued mutterings caused Agent Beck to try 
to force the settlers from the lands. They 
have made permanent improvements, expect- 
ing to remain for the life of their lease, twen- 
ty years, and will not surrender peacefully. 
There is much danger of a collision between 
the settiers and the Indian police. 

While United States Marshal White has 
three deputies serving notices to the white 
lessees on the Winnebago and Omaha reser- 
vations to show cause under Judge Sanborn’s 
order why they should not be enjoined from 
remaining on the lands, Capt. Beck executes 
a flank movement of his own. He has for 
this the backing of the Court of Appeals de- 
cision, dismissing the injunction which was 
issued by JWdge Dundy, and kept him from 
interfering with the lessees. 

R. W. Breckenridge, who ie counsel for 
Capt. Beck in the injunction cases and ob- 
tained the order of court, suys: 

“There is nothing to prevent Capt. Beck 
from proceeding with such force as he may 
deem proper, either by police or with troops, 
and ousting the Fiournoy company and its 
sublessees from the lands they illegaily hold. 
The order made by Judge Sanborn neither 
enlarged nor restrieted Capt. Beck’s author- 
ity. The order was simply to show cause 
April 22 why the mandatory injunction should 
not issue directing the Flournoy company and 
all other occupants of land’ under the leases 
heid illegai on the Winnebago and Omaha 
reservations, fo vacate. 

“The action of Capt. Beck undoubtedly 
applied only to the Flournoy company and 
its sublessees, and he is probably proceeding 
under instructions from the Department of 
the Interior to compel Fiournoy sublessees 
who have been particulariy vicious, violent, 
and abusive, to remove. He is undoubtedly 
using the puiice force to prevent some of these 
from planting crops. 

** District-Attorney Sawyer advised Capt. 
Beck if the white men resisted the Indian 
police they could be arrested for resisting 
civil officers, and the Un:ted States Attorney 
has authorized United States Commussioner 
Spencer at Dakota City to issue warraats. 
Whatever achon has beentaken by Capt. 
Beek has undoubtedly been authorized by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs. But the 
government is not limited to the relief asked 
forin the bill brought in the name of the 
United States before Judge Sanborn. It is 
authorized by statute to take other means if 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs eo de- 
cides,”’ 

It is believed United States troops will be 
required here shortly.

TO CARRY FREIGHT BY ELECTRICITY. 


Inter-Ocean Electric Railway Company Has 
Big Prejects in Line, 

The Inter-Ocean Electric railway compa- 
ny, incorporated at Springfield yesterday, 
purposes to make some decided changes in 
the present method of freight transporta- 
tion. The company has a capital stock of 
$200,000,000, the largest ever incorporated in 
the West, and a number of Chicago, New 
York, and San Francisco capitalists are in- 
terested in the corporation. The intention 
is to construct an élevated electric freight 
railway between Chicago and New York for 
the transportation of coal and grain. The 
plans and specifications have been drawn by 
a Chicago engineer, and the company will 
own a number of patents on electrical de- 
vices used by the road. John W, King, one 
of the incorporators and the attorney for 
the new company, said yesterday: 

‘The road is a decided step in advance of 
the electrical roads operated at present. 
Electricity is cheaper as a motive power 
than steam and renders a much higher rate 
of speed possible. By elevating our road we 
expect to do away with the neeessity of buy- 
ing a right of way, and all delays incident 
to surfate traffic will be avoided. At pres- 
ent it takes six days- for freight to travel 
from Chicago to New York. On the new 
road the trip will take one. The road will 
have its own telephone and telegraph lines, 
and it is proposed in time to extend the line 
to San Francisco. 

“A number of American and, I think, 
several foreign capitalists are interested in 
the road, and building operations will begin 
soon. A number of new inventions in elec- 
trical transportation will be used by the 
road, but I am not at liberty to disclose their 
nature. The capital, while large, is not out 
of proportion to the business we expect to 
do, but I cannot at present give the names 
of any of the persons interested.” 

Springfield, Ill, March 30,—(Special.]—A 
license to open books of subscription to the 
capital stock of the Inter-Océean Electric 
railway company was issued today by the 
Secretary of State. The purpose is stated as 
follows: 

To construct, equib, own, operate, lease, pur- 
chase, bond and mortgage, and sell electric rail- 
ways, both surface and elevated, and electric tele- 
graph, telephone, and signal lines in connection 
with said railways; to acd@tire; own, use, sell, and 
license others to use inventions and letters patent 
for improvements in electric railways, cars, mot- 
ors, brakes, trolleys, telegraph, telephone, and 
signal devices, and other equpipments thereof, 
and inventions and letters patent for improve- 
ments in railway passenger coaches, sleeping-cars, 
freight cars, express cars, mail cars, fruit cars, 
refrigerator cars, and stock cars: to construct, 
lease to others, use, and sel! said improved cars, 
motors, brakes, trolleys, and all other equip- 
ments for railway service, and to promote the 
formation of companies for introducing and using 
said ORTON enente, or any of them, in any part of 
the United States and in foreign countries: also 
to manufacture, acquire, and use power of all 
kinds in connection therewith; also to manufact- 
ure, purchase, and sell water power and electric

JUDOHABAKER DEOIDES AGAINST 
SOHOOL FURNITURE OOMPANTY.

Sait of the Attorney-General Is Won by 
the People-The Extajpnce of the 
United States Concern Is Declared Con- 
trary to Public Policy~History of the 
Litigation in the Courts@Receiver for 
Wallace Bros. Named and Courts in 
ConflicteCourt News. 


Judge Baker rendered a decision yester- 
day in the suit of the Attorney-Ggneral 
against the United States School Furniture 
company, in which he declares the company 
is a trust and a monopoly, and its existence 
is contrary to the public policy of the State 
of Illinois. The case came up before Judge 
Baker several months ago on the demurrer 
of the company to the information filed by 
the Attorney-General. The court overruled 
the demurrer and sustained thé allegations 
set up in the information, that the defend- 
ant is a trust. Attorney-General Moloney 
filed his information against the trust a 
year ago, alleging the company was @ com- 
bination of sixteen corporations and firms 
engaged in the manufacture of school fur- 
niture and controlling the great bulk of the 
output of school furniture in the whole 
country. 

The United States School Furniture com- 
pany was organized in Chicago and was in- 
corporated under the laws of this State, and 
after its incorporation made a contract with 
the other companies included 4n the alleged 
trust by which they were to sell the United 
States company all the furniture they manu- 
factured and were to manufacture only so 
much as was ordered by the United States 
company. The prices of school furniture to 
the public were to be regulated by theUnited 
States company, which was officered by a 
man from each of the companies. The At- 
torney-General in his information alleged 
the combination was a trust and the con- 
tract with the companies composing it was 
an attempted evasion of the law against 
trusts and combinations in restraint of 
trade. 

The company filed a demurrer in which it 
was set up the United States School Furni- 
ture company was simply a means for the 
distribution of the products of the various 
plants engaged in the manufacture of school 
furniture, and it was denied it was a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade and therefore 
contrary to the laws. The Gemurrer als» 
denied the company fixed the price of school 
furniture or attempted to control the mar- 
ket. 

Judge Baker in deciding the case did not 
hand down any written opinion, but dis- 
cussed the fact set up in the information 
and commented on the character of the com- 
pany. He said it was not necessary for the 
Attorney-General to set up in his informa- 
tion the contract between the defendant and 
the companies which had agreed to sell all 
their output to it. 

The court sustained the information in 
every point and held the allegations out- 
lined in the demurrer did not sustain the 
claim that the company is not a trust. It 
was evident, Judge Baker said, that a com- 
bination had been formed for the purpose 
of controlling the business of manufactur- 
ing school furniture. It was not enough to 
say a corporation organized under the laws 
of this State had a right to purchase the 
product of other corporations in many dif- 
ferent States. If the purcjase was for the 
purpose of centralizing the business and con- 
trolling the output of all the corporations 
who were parties to the contract then the 
contract was illegal. 

ff such contracts are permitted a royal road will 
be opened to trusts and monopolies. It appears 
that the various companies in the combination 
were to sell all their amg to the United States 
School Furniture company, and that company was 
to sell to the’ public. The “individual companies 
were to have no dealings with the public. They 
were to make only such quantities of goods as 
were determined by the defendant company. The 
only way in which the public was to obtain ae 
articles manufactured y the companies w: 
through this head and mouthpiece of them all. 
The court is convinced that this was a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade, and as such is ee to 
the public policy of this State and to both the 
statutes and the common law. The demurrer to 
the information is overruled. 

The attorneys for the company asked for 
twenty days in which to plead or answer to 
the information which the court had held to 
be good, and the request was granted. 


NAMES RECEIVER FOR WALLACE BROS 


Conflict of Court Author'ty in an Evanston 
F :ilure Case, 

Judge Windes has appointed the Chicago 
Tithe and Trust camipany receiver for the 
assets of Wallace Bros. in Evanston, who 
made an-assignment in the County Court 
several days ago. The receiver was ap- 
pointed on a bill filed by George L. and De- 
witt P. Wallace, two of the partners, al- 
alleging, among other things, that Lydia P. 
Wallace, the wife of the third partner, has in 
her possession real estate belonging to the 
partnership, and which had never come 
under the control of the assignee. The Wal- 
lace estate is still pendiag in the County 
Court, undergoing settlement, and the ap- 
pointment of a receiver amounts to a con- 
flict of jurisdiction between the County and 
Circuit Courts.

FIDELITY TRUST COMPANY PILES IT 
JUST IN TIME, © 


Sets Up a General and Comprehensive De- 
niat of the Charges That It Ix Part of a 
Trust—Admits Some of the Averments 
Made by the Attorney-General—Con- 
tends That it Is Not & Party to Any Ii- 
legal Combine ta Violation oi the Lawa 
of Tilinois. . 

There will be a revival of the gas trust liti- 
gation this week. The Fidelity Insurance 
Trust and Safe Deposit company of Phila- 
delphia has filed its answer to Attorney- 
General Moloney’s suit to have the trust 
deed under which it holds the securities of 
the Chicago gas companies declared void, 
and also to destroy, as illegal, the $25,000,000 
of certificates which it has issued on the 
basis supplied by the aforesaid securities. 
The answer was filed one day before it be- 


| came possible to enter a default agairist the 


defendant. It sets up a general denial of 
the charges that it is part of a trust, al- 
though admitting many averments made, 

In the quo ets suits the gas com- 
panies made a vigorous defense, but the Fi- 
delity Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit 
company ignored the proceedings, though 
it was named among the defendants. In, 
Judge Windes’ decree it was explained that 
the trust company, being a resident of a for- 
eign State, jurisdictiomover it could be had 
only by publication in the absence of its vol- 
untary appearance. The decree therefore 
contained no judgment as to the trust com- 
pany, and while ordering the gas companies 
to resume their separate organizations did 
not affect the Philadelphia company’s pos- 
session of their securities nor its own issue 
of $25,000,000 of certificates. The Attorney- 
General published notice summoning it into 
It filed an appearance but withheld 
its answer until the last day assaid. Attor- 
ney-General Moloney earlythis week will file 
exceptions. After the argument on these 
the cause will be taken up on its merits. Mr. 
Moloney says it will be pushed. 


What the Anewer Says. 

Ex-Attorney-General Hunt signs the an- 
swer, as solicitor. The trust company ad- 
mits that the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company in July, 1887; mdde a mortgage on 
its entire plant to the trust company to se- 
cure payment of $10,000,000 of bonds, an ac- 
tion which, it is averréed, was authorized by 
the charters of each party. 

The defendant denies that the Chicago Gas 
Trust company executed to it a trust deel 
pledging all the stock it owned of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company, People's 
Gaslight and Coke company, Equitable Gas- 
light and Fuel company, and Consumers’ 
Gas company, but it admits there were de- 
posited stocks of the four gas companies in 
trust for the benefit of the shareholders or 
the Chicago Gas Trust company and for the 
security of the holders of the bonds that 
were then, or might thereafter be issued by 
any of the four gas companies in accordance 
with the terms of a certain deed of trust 
dated Oct. 15, 1887. 

A deed of trust of the stocks was executed 
to the defendant March 22, 1800,'and certiii- 
cates for the stocks of the four Gompanies 
named so deposited in trust were issued to 
the defendant, and these certificates, says 
the answer, have since been held under the 
terms of the last-mentioned deed of trust. 

Continuing the defendant says it has exer- 
cised over the said shares the usual rights 
of a trustee and that It has issued its own 
certificates for the purpose of representing 
the interest of the holders in the stocks of 
the four several gas compantes deposited in 
trust with it, but for no other purpose. It 
denies that it issued the certificates to take 
the place of the stock of the defunct Chica- 
go Gas Trust company, and denies that the 
certificates entitled the holder to a certain 
number of shares of the stocks of the said 
four several gas companies held by it under 
the deeds of trust. It alleges the fact to be 
that the certificates entitled the holder to a 
certain number of shares (being a propor- 
tionate part of the total of 250,000 undivided 


. shares) in the stocks of the said four gas 


companies, 
Dentes It Violates the Lew. 


The defendant admits that it receives part 
of the dividends of the companies, but as- 
serts the sums are paid to the holders of its 
certificates, It denies that it in any way 
manages the companies in the manner set 
forth in the Attornéy-Gefieral’s petition as 
amended or that it is party to ahy illegal 
combine in violation of the Ilinois laws. It 
denies, in conclusion, that it is doing busi- 
ness as a trust company in Illinois within 
the meaning of the laws 80 as to require it to 
deposit $200,000 with the Auditor. it asserts 
that the execution of such trusts as de- 
scribed is a property right. Te deprive de- 
fendant of the power to fully perform said 
trusts, it is averred, is to deprive it of prop- 
erty without due process of law, contrary to 
the first section of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

The claim made by the trust company of 
its non-liability under the requirements of 


~ the Illinois law as to trust companies, it was 


understood some time since weuld be pre- 
sented. The Attorney-General has begun a 
suit in the United States courts, the object 
of which is to get a Federal ruling on the 
validity of the Illinois law and a decision as 
to what constitutes doing business in this 
State on the part of a foreign trust company. 
His suit is in the shape of a petition to inter- 
vene in the case of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company of New. York ainst the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific, in which the 
questions are involved. The temporary in- 
junction obtained by him some time since 
restraining the gas companies from remit- 
ting further dividends to the Philadelphia 
Trust company will probably be taken up in 
connection with the proceedings consequent 
on the filing of the trust.company’s ansWer. 


GRAND TRUNK CUTS EBA§T OATS RATES, 


Secret Reductions by Competing Lines Is 
the CauseeRiailroad News, 

Secret rate-cutting by Chicago east-bound 
roads during the last ‘ew weeks has at last re- 
sulted in an open reduction in the rates. The 
Chicago and Grand Trunk issued a tariff yes- 
terday reducing the rate on oats to the basis 
of 12cents 100 pounds, Chicagote New 
York, to take effect tomorrow; The tariff 
rate on oats is the same as on grain, 20 cents 
100 pounds. The reduction therefore by the 
Grand Trunk is 8 cents. It appears the only 
article of grain lately forwarded was oats, 
and so eager were the roads to get the busi- 
ness they made almost any rate the shipper 
wanted. 

At the regular weekly mecting of 
General Freight Agents held at Com- 
missioner Blanchard’s office Tuesday sev- 
eral of the roads were charged with crtting 
and manipulating the rates, but as usual they 
denied it, though conclusive evidence was at 
hand. Having stood this pot igh sows as long 
as possible, the Chicago and Trvok 
concluded the best thing to Oy co 8 stop the se- 
cret rate cutting was to make an open rate at 
a figure which would not permit of cutt 
without a loss. None of the other east-bou 
roads have yet met the Grand. Trunk’s rate— 
at least not openiy—but they will be com: 
pelled to do so, as.a continuance of the se- 
oret cutting is likely to get some of them into 
e- conflict with the inter-State commerce 
aw.

GENERAL GOSSIP FROM BERLIN. 


t Berlin, March 30.—[Copyrighted, 1894, by 
the Associated Press.]—The refusal of the 
majority of the Reichstag to celebrate Priace 
Bismarck’s birthday, Emperor William’s bit- 
ter comment thereon. and the scones, which 
occurred at Friedrichsruhe during the last 
week have, altogether, put the Germans in a 
feverish condition, and public opinion is be- 
ing expressed much more generally and out- 
spokenly than customary. 

The Conservative and National Liberal 
press vigorously denounces the Reichstag’s 
majority, one -paper in Leipsic going to the 
extent of saying that “‘ they ought to be buried 
like so much carrion.”’ 

So far as the spontaneous utterances of 
popular feeling are concerned the vast major- 
ity of the German people certainly disap- 
prove of the Reichstag’s decision. A signifi- 
cant sign of itis that throughout the week, 
whenever the Emperor appeared publicly, 
both in Berlin and elsewhere, he was the re- 
cipient of popular applause. Thousands of 
people lined Unter den Linden Monday and 
cheered him vociferously, and this has been 
repeated every day since. On the other hand,

Steamship Company's Finances. 

According to advices received here from 
Bremen the gross profits of the North-German 
Lloyd Steamship company during 1894 were 
$378,715, compared with: $1,483,825 in 
1893. This balance will be devoted to the 
depreciation account, for which another 
$1,125,000 will have to be written of the 
reserve fund. The unsatisfactory state of the 
industries and commerce of the United States 
is given as the reason for this reduction 
of the revenue. The prospects for 
1895 are not encouraging, owing to the 
loss to the insurance account by the sinking 
of the Elbe, this loss having to be reckoned 
with next year’s accounts. The most remun- 
erative undertaking of 1894 appears to have 
been the North-German Lloyd imperial mail 
service, from which there have been excellent 
returns, There is much satisfaction among 
the unnaturalized veterans of the American 
war residing in Germany because of the re- 
ceipt of their pensions again. This is due to 
the repeal of the law which suspended their 
allowances for some years.

LIFE OF BARON BUOL-BERENBERG. 


Career ofthe Man Who Succeeds Levetsow 
in the Keichstag. 

Baron Rudoiph Buol-Berenberg, First Vice- 
President of the German Reichstag, who 
was elected President of that body Wednes- 
day to succeed Herr von Levetzow, has long 
car a prominent p'ace in German pol- 

ics. Fora number of years: he has been 
the leader of the Central or Catholic party 
inthe empire, and for some time First Vice- 
President of the Reichstag. He was born

in Zinzinhausen, a town near Stochach, in 
the great Duchy of Baden, May 24, 
1842.

It was only after a severe strug- 
gie against adverse circumstances that he 
secured his degree. In 1870 he received an 
appointment toa Judgeship at Mannheim and 
at the present day he occupies an important 
place in the judiciary of Germany. In 1881 
he was elected to the Legislature of Baden 
and three years later entered the Reichstag 
as a member of the Central or Catholic party, 
of which he is now the leader. In 1890 Baron 
Buol-Berenberg presided over a large con- 
gress of Catholics at Bonn. On accepting the 
Presidency of the Reichstag he took occasion 
to eulogize the record of his predecessor, 
Herr von Levetzow, who resigned because the 
Reichstag refused to.allow him to congratu- 
late Bismarck in the: name of that body on 
his birthday.

RACE WON BY OXFORD. 


BEATS OAMBRIDGE IN THE BIG AN- 
NUAL ROWING OONTEST. 


Fifty-seventh Time the Two Crews Have 
Strugglied on the Thames for Suprem- 
acy=Crews Start at 4:08 p. m., and 
Row the More than Four Mile Course 
Oxford Gets a Strong Lead, Keeps I', 
and Comes In Two Lengths Ahead= 
Stories of Other Races. 

Putney, England, March 80.—Oxford won 
the fifty-seventh boat race today hetween the 
crews representing the Universities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, crossing the line two 
lengths ahead. 

The morning was gloomy and cold, but this 
dia not prevent ctowds of people from going 
to Putney in order to watch the final practice 
of the crews. 

During the morning both Oxford and the 
Cambridge boats practiced starting for & 
quarter of an hour, 

Rain fell at intervals throughout the morn- 
ing and a strong southwest wind was blowing, 
but the banks of the Thanies were crowded at 

n early hour. 

| At 2 p.m. the Cambridge coxswain went 

over the course again in asteam launch. 

Happily the wind moderated greatly during 

the afternoon andat 3:30 p. m. was light, 

and the water was almost smovth. 

The press and the umpire’s boats took up 
their places when the hour for the race ap- 
proached and they were shortly followed by 
the crews. 

Oxford won the toss and chose the Surrey 
side of ‘the river. The scene on the Thames 
was as animated as usual, and until the 
course was cleared the river was alive with 
craft of all kinds, 

The boathouses of the two crews were be- 
sieged by their admirers early in the day, and 
both Oxford and Cambridge were loudly 
cheered as they launched their boats. 

The betting just previous to the start was 
unchanged from last night, when the odds 
were 2 to 9 on Oxford 


Start of the Crews. . 

The crews started at 4:08 p. m. and Oxford 
soon had a lead of half alength. At Clasper’s 
boathouse Oxford held her lead, but at 
Craven Cottage, less than three-fourths of a 
mile from the start, Oxford was only a quar- 
ter ofa length ahead, and at Waldens the 
dark blue boat had not increased this lead. 
At Hammersmith bridge, a little over one 
and three-quarter miles from the start, Oxford 
had increased the lead to half a length and 
was widening the gap. At Thornycroft’s, 
about three miles from the start, Oxford was 
a length and a quarter ahead, and at the 
Devonshire meadows théMark blue was lead- 
ing by two lengths. 

Oxford, at Barnes bridge, slightly over 
three and one-half miles from the start, held 
the lead of two lemgths and eventually won by 
that distance. : 

Oxford started at forty strokes to the min- 
ute, the Cambridge stroke contenting himself 
with thirty-eight. The dark blues throughout 
the race pulled steadily and like clockwork. 
Opposite Lead Mills Cambridge drew up a 
little, but the hopes of the admirers of the 
light blue soon faded away and Oxford in- 
creased her lead as she liked. Opposite the 
Doves, about two miles from the start, Ox- 
ford was pulling thirty-nine and Cambridge 
thirty-eight strokes to the minute. 

Cambridge’s Spurt. 

Shortly after passing the Doves Cambridge 
again spurted and reduced Oxford’s lead a 
trifle. But the dark blues had increased their 
lead to’ two lengths at the Devonshire 
Meadows and this lead Cambridge could not 
cut down. When the Oxford boat shot 
Barnes bridge the dark biues were rowing 
well within their strength and in perfect form. 
The Cantabs rowed gallantly throughout and 
did better than expected, but they had evi- 
dently had enough of it at.the finish. Ac- 
cording to the judge’s decision Oxford won by 
a length and a half. 

The course was from opposite the Star and 
Garter Inn at Putney to the finish line 120 
yards above the Ship Inn at Mortlake, a dis- 
tance of four miles one furlong and 180 
yards, 

The race today was over the usual course, 
from obliquely opposite the Star and Garter 
Inn at Putney to the finish line, 120 yards 
above the Ship Inn at Mortlake. The exact 
length of the course was measured by the 
Thames Conservancy as four miles one fur- 
long and 180 yards. If you stand on Putney 
bridge and face the bows of the racing boats 
as they point upstream the Middlesex shore 


| is on the right hand and the Surrey shore is 


on the left. From the start the river curves 
to the right as far as the Crab Tree, thence to 
the left all the way to the three-mile post, 
when it again inclines to the right up to the 
finish. 

The official time of the winning boat was 
announced to be 20 minutes 50 seconds, 


What the Races Coat. 

An interesting point which has arisen in 
connection with the Oxford and Cambridge 
boat race, and one which will interest college 
men in all countries, is the question of the 
cost of sending a crew to Putney from the 
great English universities. The Rev. W. E. 
Sherwood, master of the Magdalen coilege 
schdols, Henorary Treasurer of the Oxford 
University Boat club, a member of the (x. 
ford crews of 1873 and 1874, and one of those 
admirable divines who do not find preaching 
a bar against an ardent love of honest sport, 
said the crew for Putney costs £500 
($2,500). The revenue of the O. U. B. C. 
comes from three sources, The principal 
one is life membership fees from new men. 
Every man who intends participating 
in any college races at Oxford is ob.iged to 
join the O. U. B. C. and becomes a life mem- 
ber by paying £3 ($17.50). Secondly, 
there is the entranc@ fee of £5 ($25) for each 
boat in the college races. This produces 
£200 ($1,000). Thirdly, there is a capita- 
tion grant from each of the colleges—a col- 
lege having 100 men will pay £200 ($1,000) 
and one having fifty men will pay £10 
($50). We could, of course, ask for more in 
the event ofa deficiency, but we preier to 
keep itabout as above. The capitation grant 
brings in another £200 ($1,000), so our 


estimate of the expenses and then assesses 
the college clubs, The assessment this year 
was for £1,000 ($5,000)---183¢ per cent of 
the clubs’ incomes. Of fhis sum £450 
($2,250) was required for Patney. 

Tom Timms, or * Timmy,” as he is better

Colors in the Rca, 

“The books tell us they had no light blues 
and dark blues. Oxford’s colors ‘were nearly 
those of Christ Chureh, the head of the river, 
a sort of blue, and the Cambridge crew rode 
in its white shirts with pink sashes out of 
compliment to its Captain, who was a Lady 
Margaret man. It was a famous lot. The 
Oxford crew was mostly clergy—a([terwards, 
No..4, Wordswerth, beeame the Bishop of St. 
Andrews; No. 5 became a prebendary of 
York’; No, 6, Dean of Lineoln; No. 7, rector 
Tunstall; stroke became rector of Bolton- 
by-Bo-land, and the coxswain, Freemantle, be- 
came Dean of Ripon, 

Cambridge had a rare lot. No, 8 became 
Vicar of Over, No. 4 became Dean of Ely; 
No. 7, Selwyn, became Bisbop of New Zea- 
land and afterward Bishop of Litchfield; No. 
2, Bayford, wasa lawyer and Chancellor of 
che Diocese of Manchester. And, too, Good, 
No. 5 in the Oxford boat, was the heaviest 
man who ever pulled an oar for ‘varsity; he 
rowed at 14 stone, 10 pounds (206 pounds). 
They fouled at starting, but began over 
again, and Oxford won at the bridge by five 
or six lengths. The time was between 11 
and 14 minutes, 

** Then there was the great race at Henley 
in 1843, when Menzies, the Oxford stroke, 
fell ill just as he was stepping into the boat 
and tumbled into No. 5’s arms. Cambridge 
refused to allow a substitute to row, so Ox- 
ford rowed with seven men—No, 7 going to 
stroke and bow going to No. 7, leaving bow 
seatempty. Cambridge refused to row seven 
men, but the judges said it must and it went at 
it. Oxford soon showed its mettle and below 
Poplar Court it was clear and taking the 
Cambridge water went in winner by a 
length’s daylight. 

Famous Race of 1859, 

“There was another famous race in 1859. 
Cambridge had a splendid crew which pulled 
well together and with an even feather, though 
a low one. Oxford was strong, but rather 
rough in shape and with an uneven feather in 
some places. The day of the race the wind 
blew a whole gale from the northeast, and 
Putney reach was a perfect sea. Above Ham- 
mersmith the wind was across stream, but 
after Barnes’ bridge it was dead ahead again, 
and the surf was as bad as at Putney. Oxford 
was almost waterlogged before Cambridge 
launched its boat, but the low, free board of 
the Cambridge boat caused it to ship, even 
in the paddle of the aqueduct, as much or 
more water than Oxford had taken aboard 
during the delay. Oxford .ed from the start. 
Rounding Craven Point it was two lengths in 
the clear, and at Barnes’ bridge it was twice 
as much in the lead, Off the White Hart 
Cambridge foundered. It rowed to the last 
and though siakmg it never tried to steer 
ashore. It rowed till each man’s oar floated 
out of the row-lock. Oxford was 
almost in a sinkmg state, too, and 
another quarter of a mile would have sunk 
the boat. No. Bin the Cambridge boat was 
the present Lord Justice A. L. Smith, 

Sees Oxford Win Many. 

‘*T have seen Oxford win nineteen times in 
my thirty-two years, In 1865 there was a sen- 
sational and exciting race, Oxford won by six- 
teen seconds, although Cambridge shot Ham- 
mersmith Bridge a clear length to the good. 
Cambridge was stared in by a tug just after it 
was over, 

“ But 1867 was, until the dead heat ten 
years later, the closest of all the races, Mr. 
Marsden, the Oxford stroke, could get a lot 
out of men, and though he rowed the slowest 
stroke ever seen, never got beyond thirty-four 
while Cambridge did thirty-eight for the first 
two miles and then nearly forty, Marsden was 
always a half length in front, Only the last 
dozen lengths were taken at thirty-eight, and 
he won by three-quarters of a length. 

“In 1877 there was the dead heat. Cam- 
bridge led by a tength at Hammersmith 
Bridge; Oxford drew clear at the Bull’s Head ; 
at the White Hart there was half a length of 
daylight between Oxford’s stern and Cam- 
bridge’s bows, when Oxford’s bow sprung 
hig oar and became a passenger for the rest 
of the journey. In two strokes Cambridge 
overlapped us and we only had a length's 
lead. It was a tremendous race to the finish, 
Cambridge overhauling us inch byinch. The 
umpire’s decision has never been agreed to 
since, 

* The race of 1883 was rowed in a blinding 
snow-storm and it was so dark you could 
hardly see the crews from the shore, 


When Harvard Lost. 


“The year 1869 was the Harvard year. It 
had a beautiful boat and it was fast. If it 
had rowed to match it the regult would have 
been different. It had good reach and a clean, 
hard wrench through the water; but the crew 
had never been ground together. It could go 
as fast as anything ‘afloat for twelve minutes 
or so, then tired through lack of perfect fall- 
ing together into the fair oar and broke down. 
And Oxford had probably che finest four ever 
turned out,”

Shimonoseki, March 80,.—It is officially an- 
nounced that an unconditional armistice for 
three weeks has been arranged for Moukden, 

the Gulf of Pechili, ana the Shang Tung 
peninsula, ’ 

The conference between the Japanese Plen- 
ipotentiaries and Li Hung Chung’s son-in-law, 
Lord Li, preceded the declaration of the un- 
conditional armistice declared by the Em. 
peror of Japan. 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—Secretary 
Gresham has received official confirmation 
of the declaration of an uncondicional armis- 
tice by the Emperor of Japan. It is not 
understood here that this is in any sense 
equivalent toa declaration of peace, but it 
is believed that there is not likely to be a re- 
sumption of hostilities, . 

The negotiations may continue for a long 
time before a peace treaty is signed, and it is 
certain Japan will abate none of its demands 
on account of the armistice. In fact, the 
granting of the latter is looked upon as a 
shrewd move by the Japanese Emperor to 
diminish the harmful effect of the attack upon 
Li Hung Chang. 

If the war was prosecuted now it would 
have the effect to force the peace negotiations 
to a speedy conclusion, and it is realized by 
the Japanese that in the present state of feel- 
ing, caused by the attack, they could scarcely 
insist upon as good terms of peace as can be 
realized after the lapse of a few weeks, when 
the first impression will have worn off. 

Where the Truce Applies, ' 

It is noted here with interest that the terms 
of the armistice do not apply to the lower 
coast of China, and particularly to Formosa 
and the Fisher Islands, This is taken to 


‘mean that the Japanese have determined to 


occupy Formosa before the peace negotia- 
tions are completed, and the explanation of 
this purpose is found in the fact that it is al- 
most an invariable rule of international law 
that a nation must be in actual armed posses- 
sion of a piece of territory as a basis fora 
demand for its cession. 

The Chinese Legation has received a cable. 
gram from Pekin'saying the condition of Li 
Hung Chang. is still a matter of doubt. The 
authorities regard the information as present- 
ing a later phase than the recent unofficial 
reports, which dismissed the woundsas of 
slight importance. It does not express fears 
of serious results, but the tenor of the dis. 
patch is toindicate that it is still too early to 
feel assured that Prince Li is entirely out of 
danger. The cable was evidently sent from 
Pekin prior to the announcement of an armie- 
tice, as it contains no reference to that fact, 
nor had the legation received other official 
confirmation of thatevent during theearly 
part of the day. 

Terms of Peace. 

Now that suspension of hostilities has 
been directed there is a renewal of interest 
as to the terms of peace to foilow. While 
there is no definite information on the sub- 
ject at the Chinese Legation the opinion 
prévails that the money indemnity will 
be paid largely in silver. ‘hat is the 
metal in common usein China. Those most 
familiar with China say there is no gold coin 
in circulation, although that vountry has 
heretofore purchased large supplies of gold 
bars and from this accumulation has made 
heavy gold exports. 

The Japanese Legation had not up to noon 
today received additional information con- 
cerning the armistice, The officials believe, 
however, that the next step will be the issu- 
ance of a proclamation by Japan, and un- 
official word has already reached the lega- 
tion that this has been done. Confidence is 
expressed that the Emperor’s proclamation 
will be accepted at once by the armies. There 
is telegraph communication with the various 
divisions at Port Arthur, Newchwang, and 
Wei-Hai Wei, although it takes twelve hours 
to reach the last named place. “ 


LIVES LOST IN THE JAPAN-CSHINA WAR 


Statement of the Namber Killed, Wounded, 
and Taken Prisoners. 

Washington, D. C., March 30,—Mr. Mateui 
of the Japanese Legation has received advices 
from which he has‘ compiled the following 
etatenent of the number killed, wounded, 
and taken prisoners in the several battles of 
the China-Japan war:

Unknown Parties About to Appropriate 
That of the Grand Pacific, 

The retirement of Drake, Parker & Co. 
from the control of the Grand Pacific Hotel 
has been taken advuntage of by some per- 
sons as yet unidentified to appropriate the 
title of the famous hostelry and a legal fight | 
over the matter is likely to ensue, men 
who are after the name are proceeding upon 
the theory that with the expiration of Drake, 
Parker & Co.'s lease the title “Grand Pa- 
cific’ goes out of existence, The owners of 
the property hold a different view. 

H. O. Stone & Co, have negotiated the lease 
for John Barry to ‘Grand Pacific Hotel As- 
sociation” of the building, except stores, at 
the southeast corner of Van Buren and State 
streets known as the Hamilton Block. This 
oe ayer is a four-story brick and has a front- 
age of 100 feet on each street. Drake, Par- 
ker & Co. are not the promoters of the enter- 

prise. The names of the men are withheld 
intl the papers of incorporation are ob. 
tained, which will be in a few days. The new 
Grand Pacific will probably be a ** $3 house.” 

Ihe lease of the hotel property will be exe- 
cuted as soon as the incorporation is com- 
pieted. It begins May rane: runs nine years, 
the total rental being $100,000, Beside the 
improvements for the wee a new piate-glass 
front will be constructed on the ground floér, 
and the stores wiil be changed to face on Van 
Buren street instead of Ciark. 

It is nat likely the Grand Pacifie Hotel As- 
sociation will be able to appropriate the 
name of the old established hotel without a 
fight for it. Tracy GC, Drake said yesterday 
he thought the title to the name was vested in 
the owners of the property; ‘this much was 
practically conceded at an sen ty consulta- 
tion between Drake, Parker & Co. and their 
legal adviser, when thé question arose 
whether if the firm went aa the hotel busi- 
ness in another location it could use the old 
name, : 

Seymour Morris, the t for. the owners 
of the Grand Pacific Building, said they 
would unquestionabl senees the appropria- 
tion of the name. pro was owned 
4 an incorporate company it undoubt- 

ly was the sole proprietor of the 
name Grand Pacific Hotel. Leases 
for stores and other offices in the 
building had been made for five years, These 
leases contain a clause that the building shall 
continue to be used for hotel purposes, and 
of course it will be desirable to do business 
under the name by which the hotel is known 
the world over. No tenant 5 the hotel has 
yet been secured, but negotiations are in 
progress with several persons to that end. 

At the office of H., O. Stone & Co, no fears 
were entertamed that the new “Grand Pa- 
cific ’® would be unabie to retain the title. It 
was said the name of a hotel was not legal 
property, and that the question had been set- 
tled by the courts last summer, when the 
owner of a Hotel Vendome on North Clark 
street tried ineffectually to prevent a hotel

wonder and admiration; and I thought if 
a foreigner, reared in a city 2,000 years old, 
a city filled with works of art which are the 
admiration of the world, gayest of all the 
capitals ef the earth, has such profound re- 
spect and admiration for Chicago's great- 
ness, what should be the feelings of one born 
almost within.the shadow of the spires of 
Chicago? ; 

My mind went back to the great conflagra- 
tion of 1871. that destroyed the entire busi- 
ness portion of the city; I thought of the 
predictions made at the time that gen 
was practically blotted out; that it wo 
never be rebuilt; but I also remembered the 
sermon of that great-hearted , Rob- 
ert Collyer, who, amid the dust and ash-s of 
his church on the North Side, . on 
after the fire from the text: 

“The city shall be built again, and the 
walls, even in troublous times.” 

I watched the rebuilding of the city for 
years with almost as much personal interest 
as if the buildings were all my own: and as 
we beheld on that fair October day the per- 
fect product of Chicago's heart and brain I 
sald: ‘“‘ Chicago is a great city.” 

The other day, when I read before a dis-

little colony of Syrians in Chicago. Moham- 
med is no longer the prophet of their God, 
They have discarded the Koran for the Holy 
Bible. They are Chiistians—and exiles. 

‘* When Christianity rules the East and we 
can be free from the persecutions of the Turks 
we will go back to Syria,” they say. * We 
love our land, and some day we hope to stand 


‘beneath the cedars of Lebanon a free and 


happy people.” 

It-is the old story of the struggle for relig- 
ious freedom, 
« The Syrians in Chicago are wrongly desig- 
nated by many as Arabians. They are better 


“known by she latter designation than their 


true one, and the error is one for which they 
are responsible. 
Arabians do so throug ignorance, others 
‘that’ they may not be mistaken for Turks 
simply because they are natives of Asiatic 
Turkey and are under the rule of the Turkish 
monarch. But they are no more Arabians 
than the Lithuanians are Poles or the Irish 
are English. 

Another reason for this error is that Arabic 
is the language of : Syria, the ancient Syriac 
tongue existing principally in literature. 

The Syrian with his little tray of plaster 


fmages, his basket of paper roses, his stock of

Her dress is that of an American woman, 
but it has small sleeves. But this little Syrian 

irl can be in the fashion when she wants to, 
or from a darkened sleeping room she brings 
a jacket like a Spanish bolero, with puffed 
sleeves as big as any on Michigan avenue. 
The jacket is of purple velvet, with silk 
sleeves, and the front is heavily embroidered 
in gold and silver. She wears this on festive 
and fashionable occasions. It was her moth- 
er’s wedding jacket in Syria many years ago, 
and she smiles and shows her white teeth and 
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beads and rosaries, his pack of silk and em- 
broideries is frequently taken for an Italian, 
especially if he be of the Greek type, as are 
many of them, 

There ig one sign by which one may know 
them. Without exception they are tattooed. 
Between the thumb and forefinger of the right 
hand every Syrian is marked with indelible 
ink. Withsome this mark is the extent of 
bodily decoration in this particular, while 
others have their limbs and bodies almost 
covered with tattooing in such bright colors 
and of such fanciful design that the sight of 
it would turn the inmates of the Disabled 
Seamen’s Home green with envy. When 
they have become Christianized they become 
ashamed of these disfigurements of paganism 
‘and exhibit them reluctantly. |

It 
doesn’t make any difference to him whether 
wages be high or low; he doesn’t work for 
wages, and he has littie dealing with people 
who do. He is a merchant, a peripatetic 
business-man.

with the Brookg comet of 1889. The latter 
is expected to return in 1896, and all the ob» 
servatories wil! be on the watch for it long be- 
fore its predicted return.

South as the Capttal City. 

City of Mexico, March 9.—{Correspond- 
ence Boston Herald.}—This rigorous winter, 
} which has come along to disprove the theory 
put forth in recent warm winters that the 
globe’s climate is radically changing, has 
been severely felt here. With snow actual- 
ly falling at Tampico and along the Alva- 
rado coast by the Gulf, and with the people 


with charcoal to keep their fingers warm, 
we have had all the proof needed that the 
winter was an ee Byes ane song om 
very cold up in the Northern 

the frontier, where cattle have sapiabad, 
and the thinly clad herdsmen too. 

In this central part of the republic the 
cold has been felt and made evident by the 
immense mantles of snow on the volcanoes 
of Popocatepet] and Ixtacefhuatl, which 
even today make a very wintry picture 
against the turquois sky of this high alti- 
tude. Old Ajusco, which rarely puts on 4 
snow-cap, has been whitened, and on the 
lofty plains of Ajusco, where wheat and 
tatoes are grown at an elevation of 9, 
feet, the frost has been a severe one. 

Go down into the hot country and you do 
not escape the chill in seasons 50 remark- 
ably cold as this one. A wind comes rush- 
ing down from the high mountains toward 
night, bringing with it a sensation of an in- 
vasion of Boreas and all hiscrew. The peo- 
ple in the hot country do not freeze and no 
frost comes, but one’s blood is thin down

Up here in the capital we have not seen 
snow except on the tops of the engirdling 
mountains, but there has been a snow “‘feel- 
lag eS og meg ecoyrters gg 
many poor people have n - 
der the arcades around the Plaza Mayor at 
night huddle many homeless people who, in 
their rags worn so that even the paper-mak- 
ers refuse them, are as sensitive to 32 de- 
grees as a Boston beggar to zero or below. 

In times like these one would give a 
slice of the tropics for a cozy room with 
amopen hearth fire. There is no fun in cold 
if you are not prepared for it, and in the thin 
air of this lofty region the chill is penetrat- 
ing even to the bones and marrow. I have 
never been able to comprehend why open 

are not needed here in cold winter 
mornings and nights. The Mexican people, 
like the Spaniards, have much to say of the 
dangers of pneumonia arising from getting 
comfortably warm and then going out into 
the air of the streets. But up in Real del 
Monte po erga sory miners use fires, and one 
would find it cold comfort in many a high- 
placed Mexican town without a wood fire at 
nightfall in January. 

he prejudice against fires might logically 

carried so far as to prohibit the warmth 
of a lamp in a chamber or against thicker 
clothing or a warm bed. In Leadville,which 
is a good deal higher up than the City 
of Mexico, and where the air is thin enough, 
fires abound, and also in Santa Fe, in New 
Mexico, where in April I have seen it snow 
and blow, and have found a cheerful wood 
fire mighty comforting. 

One begins to think that the Southern 
races, accustomed the main part of the year 
to awvarm climate,come to entertain a base- 
less Prejudice against artificial heat. Dur- 
ing the greater part of the winter the people 
here do not really feel the cold except at 
nightfall and in the early morning. The poor 
shiver in their é¢otton garments and simply 
have to endure their sufferings. You will 
see them in the city by hundreds at 6 a. m.

BRITISH EXPERT INVESTIGATES AND 
| MAKES FAVORABLE REPORT. 


No Reason for the Engelsk Prejudice 
| - Against American Bivalves=Some Ac- 
count of the Great Breeding Beds in the 
Atlantic Seaboard=—Untrue Stories of 
Contamivation That Worked Damage to 
the Foreign Trade = Interesting Tour 
' Threugh the Great South Bay. 
New York Sun: An English oyster dealer, 
whose trade in American oysters was ruined 
by stories circulated abroad to the effect 
that many of the American oysters were 
affected with germs of disease, came to 
New York several weeks ago to look over the 
ground himself. His investigations con- 
vinced him that the American 
that are exported are grown in waters free 
from sewage, and in that respect at least 
they are superior to the English oyster. 
“Tt is a fact, however,” he said, “ that 
your blue points, which are the best oysters 
we receive from America,are not considered 
in England to rank with our finer grades of 
oysters there. They are, moreover, sold 
very much cheaper. There has been a grow~- 
ing feeling for about six months in England 
against the American ovster,but my investi- 
gations here have shown me conclusively 
that such oysters as the blue points, for in-

In the letter which was written for the 
newspapers the artist continues in a vein of 
sd@mewhat hysterical and witty abuse to ar- 
raign the author of “ Trilby” as a foul friend 
and an abuser of confidence. The result of 
this was the cutting out from the novel of 
the character of Joe Sibley. 

More celebrated than this case, though not 
so recent, was Whistler’s libel suit against 
Ruskin, who in a brief but stinging criticism 
of the artist’s work called him a cockney, 
This sunk deep into the soul of Whistler, who 
brought suit for damages, to the huge edifi- 
cation of the whole English speaking world, 
the proceedings being moat entertaining 
from start tofinish. At the conclusion dam- 
ages in the sum of one farthing were award- 
ed to Whistler, and the costs, which were 
upon Ruskin, were raised by public subscrip- 
tion. The sum was $1,900, and, as one of the 
subscribers remarked: 

“Ten times that amount wouldn’t be too 
much for the public to pay for the entertain- 
ment afforded by the ot 

Once Whistler painted a portrait of Thom- 
as Carlylenot for money, for the great phi- 
losopher had none at thattime. After 
lyle’s death a public subscription was start- 

in Scotland to buy the picture and pre- 
sent it to a public library. Whistler asked 
400 guineas for it—a small price far such a 
w but the artist set the price low be- 
cause of his approval of the scheme. ,When 
nearly all the money was raised it came te 
Whistler’s notice that the subscription pa- 
per specially disclaimed any approval of 
himself, his art, or his art theories. He 
promptly raised the price to 1,000 guineas. 
The picture is still unsold. Another story 
told of him is his remark, after looking 
through the house of a multi-millionaire 
who ha | no taste, but had amassed a priceless 
collection of pictures and articles of vertu. 
Throughout the tour of the house the artist 
kept silence, but just before his departure he 
turned to his host and said:

Throughout his career Whistier has 
a law unto himself; His dislikes, whether 
for persons, parties, or institutions, have 
always been in the most emphatic 
terms, and he has made as many enemies as 
me | man, even with the tireless industry 
which he has evinced in this line, could be 
expected to make.

Scientists say that it is 
the formic acid in earth which causes 
seed to burst and the germ to develop when 
placed therein, and this acid is freely gener- 
ated by the ant. Pour acupful of hot water 
over a handful of the insects and it will be- 
come as sour as vinegar.
